KELSEY’S PASSING 


Was Long Identified 
With Automotive 
Industry

Detroit, Jan. 24—John Kele 


sey's passing brings with i «a 
sense of real regret, for Mr. Kel- 
sey was typically industrial, typi- 
cally American and typicaily De- 
trott. Hils aasociations covered 
many fielis and the measure of 
his life’s success is found largely 
in the many loyal frien@s he 
made while he was here. His 


death was not unexpected by his 
friends, for he had been in faili- 
ing health for several months. 

John Kelsey was born in “Cork- 
tewn,"’ on Detroit's near west side, 
March 15, 1866, and got his first 
job when he was 11 years old. A 
friend describes his ambition as 
“blazing” and by the time he was 
18, he had saved a little money, 
to embark in the hardware busi- 
ness under the style of Kelsey, Mc- 
Clure & Co. In 1902 he engaged 
with H. J. Herbert in the manuface- 
ture os toilet articles of ebony and 
other materials. \ 

The automobile offered Mr. Kel- 
sey his big opportunity. In 1906 
he became interested in the manu- 
facture of a spring whee! for autoe 
mobiles, and from then on his ine 
dustrial rise was rapid. The Kek 
sey Wheel Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1907 for $300,000, and ine 
side of eight years the business had 
grown so that it was then reincor- 
porated for $13,000,000. At one 
time the firm made all the artillery 
type wheels used by the Ford Moe 
tor Company, and later it took on 
the contract for wheels for the 
Cadillac Motor Car Campr 
which is still one of its custoy

Evén as a boy of 14 he was @ 
fine pitcher and an important 
member of the baseball team of the 
old Amateur Athletic Association, 
the organization that blossomed 
into the Detroit Athletic Club. Mr, 
Kelsey was a familiar figure at 
the club he helped to build, and 
he will be missed there, as else- 
where. His contributions to the 
club in its early and less prosper- 
ous days made it possible for the 
club to continue. In 1919, with 
Frank Navin and Walter Briggs, 
he bought the Detroit baseball club 
and followed the game with un- 
flagging enthusiasm. Until last 
summer he played baseball at every 
opportunity, and was certainly one 
of the best known amateurs of the

Mr. Kelsey’s club affiliations 
were numerous, and he was the 
founder of the Grosse Isle Golf 
Club, one of the finest courses in 
the Detroit district. 

He married Miss Margaret Dal- 
as of Detroit in 1892, and Mrs. 
Kelsey, with a son, Dallas, and a 
daughter, Margaret, survive him,

N this country realization that most progress is achieved 

by education rather than by some semi-miraculous short- | 

cut is slow in percolating through the great mass of our} 

population. In spite of numerous proofs of the fallacy of | 

any such idea, we still believe that any evil can be cured “DY | 

passing a law against it.” This passing a law idea has! 
become almost a national obsession. Aw 

Happily, in the automotive industry the organizations | 
which lead in the general development have been under no | 
such delusion. During the early stages of the automotive 
business, merchandising was on a very crude basis. Glaring 
mistakes were made, which resulted in a disproportionately 
high death rate among retail merchants. However, the N. A. 
C. C., the N. A. D. A., the A. E. A. and kindred organizations 
Gid not attempt to have laws passed against a man’s being a 
poor merchant. Instead they settled down to the slow but 
sure method of educating poor merchants to become good 
ones. 

For years the National Automobile Dealers’ Association 
has conducted educational campaigns all over the country, 
its experts explaining the principles of market analysis and 
merchandising to dealer audiences. The result has been 
the development of “the automobile game” into the automo- 
bile business, conducted along the same lines of good mer- 
chandising that any other stable business demands. 

In the accessory field the Automotive Equipment Asso- 
ciation has been particularly active in educational work. 
During the past year this organization has conducted meet- 
ings in more than 250 cities. Its experts have explained to 
audiences totaling nearly 50,000 automotive merchants the 
principles of market analysis, research work and good mer- 
chandising. 

The results of all this educational work are already be- 
ginning to be apparent and they will gather fresh impetus 
from now on. The time ‘has passed when a merchant can 
expect to enter the automotive field and get by on pure luck. 
He has got to apply the methods of scientific merchandising 
to his problems, and, fortunately, he is being educated in 
how to do this.
